Cbief Glass has investigated the

Chief Glass stated that the efforts of 


his office to unearth the filibusters In 
Los Angeles had been without success, 
and that he was inclined to regard tbe 
letter as a hoar. 


United States Marshal Covarrubias, 


who, being of Castillan descent, has a 
large acquaintance am -ng tbe Mex- 
ican and Spanish elements, as well as 
among Americans, 
laughed at tbe 


idea. ' It is posxible, bur not probable, 
that filibusters are organizing here, but 
I don t believe they are. How could 
any body of men get out of here with- 
out attracting attention?" 


Los ANQELES, May 17.—There Is 


plotting in Los Angeles against tbe 
Hawaiian Republic, but nothing has 
yet been accomplished so far as known 
and tbe matter has not yet reached a 
stage where the police can take action 
Iu fact, the parties to tbe plots are u u - 
known except toone or two people who 
disapprove any efforts in that line and 
regard the affair as a wild speculation. 


Rumors of plots were first thought 


to have grown out of tbe efforts of a 
well known real estate agent to form a 
company of Americans to go to the

The product last year, estimated 


in short tone, was, as stated before, 
2.800.000 tons of cane sugar and 
4,800,000 tons of beet sugar. 


"Cane sugar is produced all over 


the world, and it is not so much sub- 
jected to climatic changes as beet 
sngar, the production of which is 
confined to a comparatively small 
section of Central Europe. 
Adverse 


weather there affects the entire crop 
of sugar beets, jast as favorable 
weather does, while cane sugar, being 
produced in so many different and 
widely separated sections of 
the 


world, is not affected eo much by 
ocal conditions of the weather. 


"Ni w you ask why sugar has gone 


up. The answer is probably because 
of the backward state of the beet

NEW YOKK, May 10.—The Suu's 


Washington 
correspondent 
says : 


Rear-Admiral Meade's severe strict- 
ures upon the Administration in .an 
interview are considered here as the 
most remarkable utterances that have 
come from a naval officer of high rank 
in years. 


They have incensed the President 


and Cabinet to such an extent that 
the Admiral will be called upon for 
an explanation, which, if not satisfac- 
tory, will lead to a court^of Inquiry 
and probably a court-martial of that 
officer for violating one of the articles 
of naval regulations, which expressly 
forbids just such remarks as Admiral 
Meade is reported to have made. 


Secretary Herbert makes no at- 


tempt to conceal his great surprise 
that an officer of Admiral Meade's 
standing should have been so indis- 
creet as to criticize his superior offi- 
cers and attack the Administration'as 
he did. 


Naval officers who have known the 


Admiral for years were not surprised, 
and have predicted since tbe reports 
were received from the West Indies of 
tbe demoralized condition of the fleet 
through the repeated censures of tbe 
Navy Department for trivial matters 
tbat be would make use of language 
tbat would ultimately get him into 
trouble. 


The President, it Is understood, re- 


gards the Admiral's interview as a 
direct insult to tbe Democratic Ad- 
ministration, and wbieh, it not re- 
buked, will place theJJavy Depart- 
ment in a position wfiire its actions 
can always be questioned and held up 
to scorn and ridicule by any officer in 
the service. 


The records of the department do 


not contain a case where an officer 
has been so outspoken in condemning 
the policy of the Navy Department, 
and wbere such exceptions have heen 
taken to the policy of tbe Adminis- 
tration. 


Every old officer in Washington 


was shocked at the conduct of Ad- 
miral Meade, and many of them be- 
lieve tbat it will place the service In a 
bad light before the public if it is per- 
mitted to go unchallenged. 


Early this morning Secretary Her- 


bert's attention was brought to tbe 
interview by one of his bureau chiefs, 
and, armed with the newspaper con* 
taining it, he met the President and 
Cabinet and laid It before the council. 


• It is said tbe eutire meeting of tbe 


Cabinet was given up to tbe consider- 
ation of Admiral Meade's case, and 
while Secretary Herbert declined to 
state wbat will probably be done in 
the matter, it is known that the Ad- 
miral will be called upon for a full 
explanation of bis language. 


The Admiral is expected in the city 


this evening or tomorrow, and Ife will 
at once call at the department. He is 
now on waiting orders^ and has al- 
ready forwarded to Washington bis 
request to he placed on the retired list. 
By some officers it ia believed that the 
department will retire him from serv- 
ice without waiting until June llth, 
the time named in tbe Admiral's re- 
quest, but by others it is claimed such 
action might defeat the secretary's in- 
tention to demand an explanation and 
carry out any sentence which tbe 
court might adjudge in tbe event of 
the offense being deemed of st'ch im- 
portance as to require a court-martial. 


The interview referred to in the dis- 


patch was printed in the Tribune this 
morning 
It is as follows: 
"Rear 


Admiral Meatie was seen at his hotel 
toi ight and asked about his retire- 
ment from the Na\y. The hauling 
down of my flag means simply that I 
have been detached from tbe North 
Atlantic squadron Tbe salute Is naval 
etiquette 
I am detached from my 


squadron through my own request'' 


When he was asked why he had 


asked to he retired he said, bitterly 
"My ideas are not in accordance with 
those of this Administration. I am 
just as tnui h disgusted with it as the 
people at large- in this country are, 
and I preft-rr, d to quit rather than 
continue my connection with it." 


"Wbat were tbe causes in detail?" 
was asked. 


In reply he said • "I am a young 


man yet, I have five years before me 
tbat I might serve before retiring. In 
two years I would be the ranking offi- 
cer of the navy. That is a pretty de 
sirable position. 
Well I preferred to 


resign and i-ever all connection with 
the navy, re«ign all right of succession 
and begin anew rattier than to con- 
tinue in charge with all I hail to con- 
tend with. Tbat ought to give you 
some inkling of the gravity of the 
causes "

1'olitical condemnation of the 


]t gi.-ilntioii and luck of legislation 
of the Fifty-third Congress has fol- 
lowed thick and fast since the ad- 
jourumont of that body, but it has 
remained for the Supreme Court 
of the United Siat«8 to administer 
the fioal and crushing blow by de- 
claring the income tax unconstitu- 
tional. 
The searching criticism 


given by Chief Justice Fuller as 
the opinion of the court is proof 
positive that the measure was poor- 
ly constructed if not ill-conceived. 


One of the results of the action of 


the court will undoubtedly be the 
continuation of the income tax and 
tariff agitation as live political is- 
sues. The victory of the republi- 
cans consists in the destruction of 
a

of the

tariff bill, and it is easy to forecast 
the return to revised tariff duties to

systems. 


Questions of that character belong 
to the controversies of political 
parties, and cannot be settled by 
judicial decisions." 
And again : 


' If it be true that the Constitution 
should have been-so framed that a 
tax of this kind should be laid, the 
instrument defines the way for its 
amendment."

P-feeident Harrison's boom for re- 
nomination in 1896. 
Jackson is a 


Democrat appointed by. President 
Harrison to succeed the late Jus- 
ice Lamar. Republican politicians 
opposed the appointment of a Dem- 
ocrat by a Republican president, 
jut Mr. Harrison with his charac 
teristic tenacity held that politics 
should not be taken into considera- 
tion in the appointment of Supreme 
fudges and it was highly proper 
that the political complexion of 
the court should remain unchanged. 
Though Justice Jackson's opinion 
was not drawn on political lines, 
Mr. Harrison's opponents are not 
ikely to look upon it in that light.

preme Court Decide Against It. 


FUCK GIVE DJ8S1SNI'[ N(, ci Tin I o J, 9 


Low lit card lug Tax Ou Kvuu aud Bonds 


Vuconntitutloual — Whole lhlug Aluit 
Be Classed In Name Box— Power to 
Tnx Ihioneh Apportl<>nu:out Conceded 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—After being 


twice heard iu the United States 
Supreme Court the income tax waa 
finally decided today to be invalid and 
uucouatitutioual. There were four dis- 
sentiag opinions delivered, one each 
by JuMiicea Harlan, Brown, Jackson 
and White, showing that the court 
had stood five to four against the law. 


Wdile the opiuion of the Chief Jus- 


tice was largely a review of the gen- 
eral aspects of the questions involved, 
he Oaaed the opinion of the court today 
upon the argument that the provi3ions 
of the law regarding the tax ou rents 
aud bonds were so essentially a factor 
of it as to render all other parts of it 
dependent on them, and in accordance 
with the well kuown rule of law bear- 
ing ou this question, the law as a 
whole must be declared invalid. 


The opinion was delivered by Chief 


Justice Fuller and makes a long aud 
exhaustive article, so as to ) preclude 
publishing more than the following 
extracts: 


'Our previous decision was confined 


to the consideration of tbe validity of 
tax on income from real estate and on 
income from municipal bo Lids. 
The 


question tbua limited was whether 
such taxation was direct or not iu the 
meauing of the Constitution, anil this 
court went no farther as to 'ax on In- 
comes from real estate than to hold 
that it fell within tbe same class as tbe 
source whence the income was derived; 
that is, that a tax upon lealty and a 
tax upon the receipts therefrom were 
alike direct; while as to income from 
municipal bouds, that could not be 
taxed, because of want, of power to tax 
that source, au'l no reference was made 
;o Cue nature of Ihe tax as being direct 
or iudirect. 
w e are DOW permitted to 


broa«)eu the field of inquiry and to de- 
termine to vv bleb of two great classes 
a tax upon a person's entire income, 
whether derived from rents or products, 
or otherwise, of real estate, or from 
bonds, stocks or other forms of personal 
property, belongs; and we are unable 
to conclude that enforced subtraction 
trom tbe yield of all owners of real or 
personal property in the manner pre- 
scribed U so different from a tax upon 
tbe property Itself that it is not, a 
direct, butau indirect tax In the mean- 
ing of tbe C.;25titutlou. 


"The words of the Oountitution are 


to be taken in their obvious sense, 
and have a reasonable construction. 
We know no reason for holding other 
wise than that tbe words 'direct taxes' 
on one hand and 'duties, imposts aud 
excises' on th- other were used in 
the Constitution in their natural and 
obvioui senses; nor in arriving at 
what tbo*e terms embrace, do we per 
ceive any ground (or enlarging tnem 
beyeud or narrowing them within the 
natural and obvious import at the 
lime the Constitution was framed aud 
ratified. And passing from the text, 
we regard the conclusion reached as 
inevitable whei- the circumstances 
which surrounded the convention and 
controlled Its action aud the views of 
who framed and those who 
the Constitution are cousid- 


ia apparent that the suggestion 


__.. fce result of compliance with the 
fundamental law would lead to the 
abandonment of that method of tax- 
ation altogether, because of inequali- 
ties alleged to necessarily accompany 
Its pursuit, could not be allowed to 
influence the conclusion, but th's sug- 
gestion not unnaturally invites atten- 
tion to the conten'lon of the appel- 
lant's counsel that the want of uni- 
formity and actuality in this Act Is 
such to Invalidate it. 
'.'The power to tax real and persoijal 


property and the income from both 
through apportionment is conceded; 
that such a tax is a direct tax in the 
meaning of tbe Constitution has not 
been denied, and In our judgment can- 
not be Huccesafully deuieu, and yet 
we are thus invited to hesitate in tbe 
enforcement of tbe mandate of tbe 
Constitution which prohibits Congress 
from laying a direct tax on the rev- 
enue from pnperty of the citizen 
without regard to tjiate lines, aud in 
t-uch a manner that the Stales cannot 
itnerveue by p»yment In the regula- 
tion of their own resources, lect a gov- 
ernment of delegated power should be 
found to-be not less powerful, but leas 
absolute, than the Imagination of its 
advocate had supposed. 
"Being of the opiuion that so much

The conclusioHH of the court are u6 


follows: 


First—We adhere to the opinion al- 


ready announced, that tuxes ou real 
estate being indisputably direct taxea. 
taxes ou rents aud on Income real 
estate are equally direct taxes. 


Second—We are of toe opinion that 
taxes on personal property or on in- 
come personal property are likewise 
direct taxes. 


Third—Tbe tax imposed by sections 


27 to 37, inclusive, of the Act of 1894, 
so far as it falls on the income of real 
estate and ou personal property, being 
a direct tax wttniu tbe meaning of the 
Constitution, and thereiore unconsti- 
tutional and vo d, because not appor- 
tioned according to representation, all 
these sections, constituting the entire 
scheme of taxation, are necessarily 
Invalid. 


Tbe decrees hereinbefore entered In 
this court will be vacated. 
Tbe opinions of Justices Harlan and 


White were couched in language so 
vigorous and were so emphatic in 
their arraignment of the majority as 
to cause very general comment. Both 
Justices indicated their belief that the 
ruliug opiuion was revolutionary, and 
intimated that serious consequences 
might ensue. Justice HarUu sug- 
gested the necessity for amending the 
Constitution in view of the opinion.

Atti- 


Inclined to Doubt Cranston's Nati:ju- 


allty—Hemttrbs Upon Govern- 


ment Action. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of 


May 17th contains the following 
letter from Secretary Gresham to 
Minister Willis defining the atti- 
tude of the Administration in the 
Cranston case: 


"I have to acknowledge the receipt of 


your No. 96, of the 8ih ioel., in relation 
to affair* tu Hawaii, aud particularly 
in relation to the forcible deportation, 
on the 2 I inst., of three men, one of 
whom, J. Cranston, claims to be a 
citizen of the Uuited States. I inclose 
herewith copies of certain depositions 
made hy Mr. Cranston ou the llth 
and ]7th inst. before Mr. Peterson, the 
commercial 
agent at 
Vancouver. 


TheMe depositions leave tbe question 
of Mr. 
Cianxton's 
nationality in 


doubt, and Mr. Peterson has been In- 
structed to obtain further statements 
from him on that subject. 
"Under these circumstances the de- 


partment doea not instruct you to 
make any representations to the Ha. 
wallan Govern meat ia regard to Mr. 
Cranston, but it is proper to express 
to you for your guidance in similar 
oases, should they arise, tbe views 
here entertained in regard to tbe 
course of action taken in that case. 
"It appears that after having been 


kept in jail nearly a mouth, without 
any charges bavin? been made against 
tiim, be was then taken under heavy 
juard to tbe steamer and wo aid, in 
spite of his request to see you, have 
been deported without having had an 
opportuuity then to do HO, had it not 
seen for the accidental, but timely, 
interposition of the British Commis- 
sioner. 
"You state that wben you asked the 
Attoruey-Qeneral for an explanation 
of the procedlngs he replied that tbe 
cabinet bad determined to deport the 
nen ia the exercise of the arbitrary 
power conferred by martial law. As 
;his was the only explanation he gave 
it is asaamed it was all he had to offer, 
aud he gave It without suggesting any 
question as to Mr. Cranston's nation- 
ality. 
"If the position thus assumed be 


sound, the very proclamation of mar- 
tial law in Hawaii renders all foreign- 
ers there residing, including Amer- 
icans, liable to arrest aud . eportation 
without cause and -without any reason 
other than the fact that tbe executive 
power wills it. 
"They may be taken from their 


homes and their business; they.may 
be deprived of their liberty anil be ban- 
ished ; they may be denied the ordinary 
as well as the special treaty rights of 
residents, without offence or miscon- 
duct on their part, simply in tbe exer- 
cise of arbitrary power. 
11 'Truly viewed,' says an eminent 


author, 'martial law can only change 
tbe administration of laws, give them 
a rapid force and make their penalties 
certain and eff ctual, not abrogate 
what was the Justice of the commun- 
ity before. The civil courts are in 
part or fully suspended but iu reason 
tbe new summary tribunals should 
govern themselves in their proceed 
lugs, as far as circumstances admit, 
by the established principles of justice, 
the same wuich had been before lec- 
ogn'Zed

Tbe official dispatches were taken

pired. 


The following statement in re- 


gard to the demand for Mr. Thurs- 
ton's recall 
emanates from the 


State Department, and therefore 
may be accepted as the official 
view of the subject: 


. A prominent official of the Slate 
Department, after reading the press 
dispatches 
from 
Honolulu last 


evening, said : 


"It is not true that the Hawaiian 


Minister's recall was based upon 
the mere fact that tbe official gave 
to the press information relative to 
occurrences at Honolulu. The truth 
is, Mr. Thurston has inspired, dur- 
ing tbe last year and a half, news- 
paper criticism of the Administra- 
tion's action in Hawaiian affairs. 
Tbe President and Secretary of 
State put up with this, but Minister 
Thurston exhausted tbe patience of 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Gresham 
when he inppired the newspaper 
apsault on United States Minister 
Willis for tbe action of that officer, 
under explicit instructions of the 
department, in looking after the in- 
terests of American citizens charged 
before the military tribunal 
at 


Honolulu with complicity in the 
alleged insurrection. 


"In other words, Mr. Thurston's 


recall was demanded because he 
attempted to discredit Mr. Willis 
before the 
Am prison poopio foi 


doing his doty to American citizens 
charged with a capital offense in 
Honolulu." 


It is also semi-officially stated 


that the promotion of Mr. Hastings, 
as Hawaiian minister, would be 
particularly acceptable to the State 
Department, where he is well known 
and very popular. Before entering 
the service of Hawaii, Mr. Hastings 
served tbe United States very credit- 
ably In a diplomatic capacity for 
many years. 


He has arranged to leave Wash- 


ington in a few weeks and the lega- 
tion will be closed until next fall, 
unless an extra session of Congress 
should bring him back. There is 
said to be no significance in this, as 
most of the diplomats take summer 
vacations. Recent events in Hono- 
lulu, however, may necessitate a 
change in Mr. Hastings' plans, and 
he may be obliged to remain in the 
city longer than he had anticipated.

almost entirely to a discussion of 
the proper 
disposition of those 


lepers classed as suspects. 
Dr. 


Weddick introduced the discussion 
stating that out of town physicians 
were often in a quandary what to 
do with such cases. He asked the 
sentiment 
of 
the 
conference 


whether or no these people were to 
.be regarded as centers of contagion 
and dangerous to public health. 
He thought that after the experi- 
ment station was in working order 
they could be sent to KaliJbi and 
given systematic treatment. 


Dr. Emerson said the severity of 


the cases should 
influence the 


treatment. There were often local- 
ized forms of the disease that did 
not spread to other portions of the 
body. 
After 
the 
general dis- 


cussion, President Smith asked for 
an expression from every physician 
present. Dr. Lindley said he be- 
lieved suspects were dangerous and 
should be segregated for the time 
being at least. Dr. Howard said 
many suspects were dangerous as 
acute symptoms were liable to de- 
velope at any time. Dr. Emerson, 
"It is certainly true that the com- 
munity is imperiled by suspects." 
Dr. Myers agreed with Dr. Emer- 
son. Dr. Russell said treatment 
with iodide of potassium would in 
the majority of cases settle the 
quesiion of the presence of the dis- 
ease. 
Dr. Weddick favored send- 


ing suspects to the experiment sta- 
tion where they would get the bene- 
fit of skilled treatment. 


As a result of a query made by 


Dr. Emerson as to the work done 


physicians, Dr. Alvares stated that 
it was his intention to go abroad 
in a few months and visit South 
American States. He believed he 
could arrange with those countries 
for an exchange of data upon the 
treatment of leprosy and offered his 
services to the Board. 


Just before closing the morning 


session President Smith asked for 
the sense of the physicians upon 
the formation of a medical associa- 
tion including all the physicians

experience what climate means; what 
diagoostical and therapeutical difficul- 
ties await hirn ID a new place for 
months, fotnetimes years, until he lie- 
comes thoroughly familiar wiih the 
pathological 
physiognomy 
of 
the 


country. 
When I came to these isl- 


ands great inany thiugs were a puz/le 
to me, not only as regards flora, launa, 
geology, ethnology, but, alas, not le^ 
and perhaps more in pathology that 
was a special study for the long twenty 
five years. How grateful would I have 
felt to my predecessors who have been 
living and practicing before me in the 
same place for some written informa- 
tion. There was none. Tbe profession il 
Meld was just as barren, just as l i t t l e 
cultivated as the yard surrounding UK> 
house in which they lived and in 
which I had to live: dreary, aban- 
doned desert without a blade of grass, 
without a sign of former occupancy 
I had to clear up both and, struggling 
with difficulties, to'd m>sclf that 1 
will treat my successor better; w i l l 
leave him a garden and some snnitary 
notes t h a t might serve as a guide in 
the beKin.'.ii'i; 
If not anybody (die, 


plalu, iu reality is u complicated phe- 
uoaiuuon reaultiug from combination 
of numerous exttruul uud iuierual 
agencies aud conditions. To be satis- 
fled with such labels ua t>pbold fever, 
typhoid uiularlu, pneuiuoula, etc.,— 
without mentioning the leas rational 
ones—meaua to follow iu diagnostics 
aud therapeutics the trodden paths of 
empiricism of the roughest klud, to 
proceed 
blindfolded 
over 
gulches, 


swam ps uud rocks, w i t h many a chance 
to break If not our own, ut least our 
patients' necks. 


Hence the necessity of indmdwai- 


uinq each caae, to wil: of unravelling 
the Intricate knot of internal, consti- 
tutional on one hand, and of external, 
climatic and other numerous agencies 
peculiar to the tune and place of ac- 
cident. 
Such \a the difficult problem 


offered to a modem physician at every 
consultation, and his ability of master- 
ing it makes up the principal distinc- 
tion between himself and an ordinary 
" medicine man." 


Since under the term "climate" we 


understand the vast natural group of 
external Agencies and couUUious es- 
seutial to health and disease, the ac- 
quaintance with all their peculiarities 
furnishes the most important data for 
such individualization. Of course the 
character of the race, the degree of its 
culture, economical and social condi- 
tions, have all very much to say, still 
climate remains the principal agency 
and the flrst object for consideration. 
A condition of health as well as that 
of disease, represents a certain state of 
dynamical ^equilibrium between ex- 
ternal and internal agencies, an equa- 
tion composed of numerous terms on 
both sides. The chief term on the part 
of internal conditions is the power of 
resistance, Inherent to every system, 
the cl.ief term on tbe opposite side is 
climate. 
A rational solution of a 


problem is impossible unless both 
terms are thoroughly understood and 
appreciated. 


History teacbea us that destinies of 


a nation are iu general outlines de- 
termined iu advance by the physical 
conditions of the country. 
Among 


those physical conditions climate is 
certainly tbe most prominent. 
The 


degree of energy, of material and 
spiritual welfare of the inhabitants' 
past, present and future, chiefly de- 
pend upon it. One could fill many 
pages by quoting the influence of 
malaria alone, in places once thickly 
populated and flourishing, now turned 
iuto dreary deserts. 
Think only of 


Agu romanum of the time of August 
and of the present poutian swamps 
If this is true, our indifference to tbe 
climatic problems of these islands is 
inconceivable and inex:usable, 
know of extensive works regarding 
Hawaiian volcanoes, Hawaiian flora 
Hawaiian history, mythology, fishes, 
and shells, but there is nothing re- 
garding Hawaiian climate. 
All I 


could find in this line besides genera 
incidental remarks of various travellers 
and tourists, were the two small ar 
tides; one in the Hawaiian pamphlets 
for 1853, and another in the Hawaiian 
Spectator for 1838. 
The topic is per- 


fectly abandoned for forty years, al- 


tiou with other information that they 
required from us. There are maiiy 
other points. As elemeuta of nature, 
climate can be influenced and con- 
trolled by uunmu efforts to u certain 
degree only, due can drain swamps 
uud waste, injurious water, one can 
cover with \vnUut woods the most 
barren and dreary deserts, but the 
inosttImportant climatic agencies, the 
latitude, the alutudt-, the direction of 
atmospheric and ooeau currents, tem- 
perature and humiJity, will always 
remain out of our control. These data 
are given by uuture and must be ac- 
cepted as such whether bad or good. 
All we can do is to accomodate our- 
selves to them the best we can. Being 
unable to abolish the bliud natural 
forces we must learu to regulate, di- 
rect, utilUe or avoid them In order not 
to expose ourselves to innumerable 
vicissitudes. 
This we can do only 


through an attentive, diligent study 
of the climate of each country. The 
necessity of an extensive knowledge 
of climatic peculiarities of each place 
is obvious euough.

KILOHANA ART LEAGUE. 


The First Public Exhibition Takes 


Place on Saturday Evening. 


On Saturday evening the Kilo- 


hana Art League opened its rooms 
for the first evening exhibition that 
has been given sipce the private 
view to members and invited guests 
on Tuesday last. The attendance 
was good, without the room being 
at any time crowded, and an ex- 
cellent opportunity was afforded for 
careful and critical inspection of 
the exhibition, both in its general 
quality and 
in the individual 


works constituting it. 


The evening's pleasure was ma- 


terially enhanced by the music, 
this being kindly furnished by Mr. 
A. Marques, assisted by several 
well known gentlemen amateurs. 


The exhibition will be open for 
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observations 
taken in this period, 


especially in Honolulu. 


But leaving all these higher inter- 


ests aside there are topics of imme- 
diate practical value, which ought to 
revive our concern in the climate of 
Hawaii. The most important of these 
is perhaps tbe health of this city—the 
headquarters of the white population. 
Those who practice here have certain 
ly more knowledge and authority to 
speak on this subject. My opinion 
that it is far from being excellent is 
based merely upon superficial observ- 
ation. 


When J landed in Honolulu three 


years 
ago 
my 
impression 
was 


that luxuriousuess of vegetation and 
the looks of citizens moving on the 
streets were in an- inverse ratio. I 
was rather surprised how seldom a 
healthy, robust, rosy-cheeked child, 
man or woman is met here. The 
thin, meagre, pale, anaemic, delicate 
constitutions were more a rule than 
an exception. 
When I aeked my 


companion, who knew more about 
tbe city and the islands than myself, 
what may be tbe cause of it, he sim- 
ply said: "Oh, they look all that way 
iu all tropical countries !" My im- 
pression whether right or wrong was 
corroborated by many a toutist, to 
whom I have spoken on the subject 
aud 1 am ctill inclined to believe that 
in spite of easy life, a relatively high 
material welfare of the bulk of popu- 
lation, in spite of all comforts con- 
nected with it, an average citizen in 
matter of health here is much inferior 
to that of our northern and moderate 
latitude cities of the same size with 
more or less satisfactory 
sanitary 


arrangements. That the cause of this 
is not the latitude I became enough 
convinced during a trip to the vol 
cauo, where I found children that 
woukl carry the first prize at any 
sanitary exhibition. Why then ? Be- 
cause this city was built here and not 
in another place from purely commer- 
cial considerations, for the fake of the 
harbor and without any regard what- 
soever to the sanitary Value of the 
place. Because in choosing its site 
the white settlers did not follow tbe 
wise example of Spaniards in Central 
and South America. The latter have 
built with but few exception all their 
large cities at considerable elevation 
and have them connected with har- 
bors by railways.

stitutional power of resistance or the 
action of injurious external cause be 
permanent, DO drug will ever effect a 
real cure.

wise words of my highly respected 
teacher, Professor N. Pirogoff are full 
of profound meaning. 
He used to 


say that the professional career of a 
physician can be divided in three 
oeriods.

experiences;

Fortunately,

faith is never given up before the 
corner stones of a new one are laid 
down. Olympic deities do not leave 
their headquarters unless driven out 
by a new set. The new faith is in the 
removal af the cause, in the utiliza- 
tion of the same natural agencies that 
under certain circumstances are capa- 
ble of causing disease — climate in the 
first line. Hence over again, the ne- 
cessity for a physician to become thor- 
oughly familiar with the climate of a 
country be lives in. 


In this respect the resources afforded

for every individual citizen, but to- 
wards material welfare as welL To 
present conditions of extreme compe- 
tition amongst vajious countries as 
amongst individuals, the prosperity of 
each depends upon the knowledge to 
utilize its own resources and advant- 
ages. Climate is one of such natural 
endowments. 


There are countries in far less 


blessed climatic conditions whose very 
subsiitence depends upon the patron- 
age of foreign invalids. In Switzer- 
land, for Instance, there are hotels and 
sanitariums whose only advantage is 
the high altitude, where millions of 
capital are invested, however, which 
are run at a good profit and considered 
a well paying enterprise. 
Being situ- 


ited on the highway between Amer- 
ca, Asia aud Australia, endowed with 
extremely 
picturesque nature and 


*ucb special attractions as Kilauea, 
he Paradise of the Pacific is un- 
•-quailed in respect to equability aod 
diversity of its climates from tropical 
heat to polar cold, dry and wet, of all 
altitudes between 0 and 14,000 feet, 
which in their diversified, numerous 
combinations can give satisfaction to 
almost every possible requirement of 
climatic sojourn and treatment. And 
all this within but a few miles from 
each other, thus dispensing the people 
from long and expensive pilgrimages. 
In my opinion, Hawaii is waiting 
only for cheaper communication with 
the other landd, and for the develop- 
ment of ent&rprising spirit of her citi- 
zens to become the fa?orite world san- 
itarium. 


Such are numerous reasons why Ha- 


waiian climate deserves more atten- 
tion on the part of all intelligent citi- 
zens. But owing to its diversity and 
the necessity of carrying observations 
in many points at once, it requires a 
harmonious co-operation of many peo- 
ple. It is long recognized oy an prom- 
inent clirr.aiologists that a climate of 
any country is rather a collective 
noun, comprising several local cli- 
mates. 
Hence the importance to 


study the climate of each locality 
separately. 
Dr. Fousagrives, in his 


Dir-tionnire Enci/clop/dique ties Sci- 
mcr Mrdicolfn, sa>s: 
"Careful and 


detailed observation, together with 
full reports respecting the climatic 
factors and the therapeutic results of 
sojouru at coc/i individual resort are 
the first essentials in the proper study 
of this important subject and should 
precede all attempts n't classification." 
Dr. Weber,- in his Oimnte Thcrapeu- 
fics says 
"Consideration of .egional 


dinl 7onat climates is of no value from 
the point of view of medical climatol- 
ogy. 
Jtifi/orvif climate* that are to 


be studied." Con-iderlng the diversity 
of the c l i m a t e of Hawaii, the impor- 
tance of following UuH principle can- 
uot be overruled.

The Lenua, beanug a, quorum of the 


Board at Health and the invited guests 
mentioned in Saturday's edition, ar- 
rived at the leper settlement at about 
7:30 Saturday morning, and returned 
to this port shortly after midnight 
with a tired party on board. 


The trip over was long and rough, 


ajD(i was attended with considerable 
discomfort, but everybody took it good 
naturedly and eujoyed in greater •de- 
gree the transfer to shore and a dash 
on horseback. Landing was attended 
with difficulty by reason of the tide 
being very low, and the water so shal 
low in the rocky pocket u«ed for tha 
purpose that the heavy surf boat was 
dropped by a retiring swell on the 
bottom, and was in danger of having 
its distinguished occupants spilled ou: 
by the next wave, when some natives 
jumped Into the sea and dragged the 
boat off the rocks 
It is believed that 


the expenditure of so little as a hun- 
dred dollars would greatly improve 
this landing. 


The leper band and the usual crowd 


of the inhabitants of tbe two villages 
were gathered at the landing-place to 
welcome the visitors with music, and 
the discovery of Captain Cochrane in 
the party was tbe signal for playing 
the 'Star Spangled Banner," which 
was followed by three hearty cheers. 
Bandmaster Charles Kealakat then 
introduced him to his men, who Bang 
"Aloha Oe" in vnry good English-a 
graceful compliment which was much 
appreciated. 


In the last boat came Prof. Henry 
Berger, guarding an immense box 
which contained the new band instru- 
ments and aroused the liveliest in- 
terest in the crowd. He al-o was very 
cordially greeted, and, after getting 
tbe precious box hoisted out of the 
tossing boat, took the band in hand 
and excused himself for a few hours to 
break them into the new outfit. 


The visitors were soon mounted and 
scattered to attend to their several 
missions. President Smith and Messrs. 
Waterhouse, Lansing and Wood began 
their inspection of the Bishop Home 
for Girls an i continued until pretty 
much every institution bad been seen. 
Those who bad visited the settlement 
before concurred that it had never 
looked so well. Tbe former monoton- 
ous white of tbe cabins has been 
broken by many of them being tinted 
gray, pink or cream color, and the 
innovation is reported pleasing. 


Opinion seems almost unanimous 
that the Baldwin Home for Boys is 
taking tbe lead in the matter of care 
and improvement of its grounds and 
belongings, and Brother Button, who 
is in charge, was highly complimented 
upon the results of his labors. Mr. 
and Mrs. John Babcock (nee Miss 
Fanny Harper) received a number of 
calls and congratulations as the latest 
married couple. They have a comfort- 
able cottage, are looking well and 
seem very happy. 


About 2 o'clock hunger drew the 
riders to the Visitors' House where an 
excellent luncheon was in waiting 
and greatly enjoyed. While smoking 
on the spacious veranda, the guests 
were serenaded and the formal pre- 
sentation of the new instruments took 
place. 
Upon 
invitation, 
Captain 


Cocbrane made a short address in 
English which was very cleverly and 
earnestly translated into Hawaiian 
by Thos K. Nathaniel, well known 
in Honolulu. The band was arranged 
in a semi-circle on the lawn, flanked 
and backed by several hundred lepers, 
and Captain Cochrane, standing with- 
in a few feet, spoke to this effect: 
' My Friends: When I was here 
last year, upon my first visit, I went 
away with the desire to do something 
for you. Just how or what I did not 
know. A few months Later, the mau- 
ot war Philadelphia, to which I be- 
long, was ordered to California and re- 
mained so long that it became doubtful 
that she would return. However, she 
did come and one day last March I 
saw in the PACIFIC COMMERCIAL AD- 
VERTISER an editorial stating that 
the leper ban I was greatly in need of 
new instruments aud that subscrip- 
tions would be welcomed and cared 
for by that paper 
After waiting a 


few days, I asked the editor how the 
6ub«criptions were coming in and he 
said that only $20 had been received. 
I thought that tae opportunity bad 
come for me to help to do Hotuething 
for the benefit of all of you, and told 
him that If be would pnu.t some no- 
tices and tickets I would try to get up 
two lectures with pictures and music 
and he promptly agreed. I then saw 
President Dole and he said we could 
have the big drill shed an«i tbe Qov 
eminent baud, and Prof. Merger prom- 
ised to do all that he could to assist. 
Mrs. Dole, too, was greatly in favor of 
the plan, and Mr W O Smith, as 
President of the Boa<d of Health, gave 
his hearty approval, and to his daagh 
ter and some of her youog lady friends 
living in trie Nuuanu valley you are 
indebted for the sale of SIOO worth of 
tickets. The American Admiral loan- 
ed the band of the flagship Pulladel- 
phia, and then the good people of 
Honolulu showed their itit>rr«t in you 
by attending in large numbers—wome- 
tbino; like seven or eight hundred 
each night.. 
"As n conspfjiionr-f, we made more 


than enough money to buy the Inntrn 
merits and tha mrplm Is to be u*e<J 
for the benefit of Hie grpatfHt nu timber

"You nee from thin (hat y in Imve 


many friends In Honolulu, and not 
only there but In thf> L~'dr«»d Huiifi 
and In Great Britain:

The people of Hawaii are 


taking a fresh interest In you, and I 
think it is the intention to do muoh 
for your comfort and happhiees. 


"The Board of Health la working 
hard to discover a remedy for your 
stubborn disease; careful experiments 
by learned men are being made, and 
I believe that ultimatuly a medicine 
will be found. [Loud cheeral. I ob- 
serve that your houses look better 
than they did last year, aud I observe 
that you look better than you did last 
year [More cheers], and I hope that 
you will continue to improve in every 
way. [Cheers]. 


"Tbe beautiful instruments which 
are now In your possession came from 
San Francisco. They cost a large sum 
of money and I trust that you will 
take eood care of them and merit the 
continued good will of your kind 
friends in Honolulu who contributed 
the money to buy them " 


After three more cheers were given, 


Mr.AmbroseHutohinson,tbe Assistant 
Superintendent of the Leper Settle- 
ment,bimself one of the most afflicted, 
replied in Hawaiian, which was trans- 
lated into English by Nathaniel, in 
substance as follows. 


"On behalf of the leper band and 


the people of the settlement he ex- 
pressed to Captain Cochrane of the 
United States Marine Corps, and the 
friends that have co-operated with 
him, their sincere thanks, and pro- 
found appreciation of the kindness 
which had been shown in this band- 
some and most welcome reply to their 
petition for new baud instruments. 
"We are especially thankful to you 


for your personal efforts for us, and we 
areeucouraged by your kind words this 
day as we have never been encouraged 
before. We are the more impressed 
and surprised because you are not of 
the same nationality as ourselves. 
You are a stranger, and we had no 
right to expect so much from you. 
"We are glad to know that we have 


s6 many good friends and that our 
lives are likely to be made brighter 
and happier.

MADI, May ij.—A large well is be- 


ing dug in the vicinity of tbe Spreok- 
elsville plantation mills. It is fifteen 
or twenty feet in diameter, and a 
present about thirty feet deep. The 
yield of water is now about 3000 gal- 
lons per minute which record they 
wish to increase to 8000 gallons. The 
water is very fine, witb a slighl 
brackish flavor, so slight, however, as 
to be scarcely noticeable. This water 
is to be pumped and used for irrigat- 
ing purposes. The following is an 
example for 
plantation arithme- 
ticians: How many acres of cane can 
be irrigated by a well giving 8000 gal 
Ions of water per minute?
